RATES  OF  POSTAGE 


Letters 

Local  or  “drop”  letters— two  cents  for  first  ounce  (war  tax  included),  one 
cent  for  each  additional  ounce  or  fraction  thereof. 

All  other  letters  for  delivery  in  Canada,  also  letters  for  delivery  in  the 
United  States  and  Mexico— three  cents  for  first  ounce  (war  tax  included),  two 
cents  for  each  additional  ounce  or  fraction  thereof. 

Letters  for  delivery  in  Great  Britain  and  other  places  in  the  British  Empire 
—four  cents  for  first  ounce  (war  tax  included),  three  cents  for  each  additional 
ounce  or  fraction  thereof. 

Letters  for  delivery  in  all  countries  not  mentioned  above— 10  cents  for  the 
first  ounce  or  fraction  thereof,  and  5  cents  for  each  subsequent  ounce  or  fraction 
thereof. 

Senders  of  letters  to  almost  all  countries  can  prepay  replies  by  means  of 
Reply  Coupons,  which  can  be  purchased  for  6  cents  exchanged  by  addresses 
for  stamps  to  the  value  of  5  cents.  Two  coupons  should  be  sent  to  most  of 
the  countries. 

Letters  for  delivery  within  Canada  or  in  other  countries  except  the  United 
States  and  Mexico,  if  posted  unpaid  or  not  fully  prepaid,  will  be  forwarded  to 
destination  charged  with  double  the  deficiency.  Letters  addressed  to  the  United 
States  or  Mexico  will  not  be  forwarded,  unless  at  least  one  postage  rate  of  two 
cents  and  the  war  tax  of  one  cent  are  prepaid. 

The  rate  of  postage  on  printed  matter,  such  as  books,  pamphlets,  circulars, 
catalogues,  etc-,  and  on  certain  miscellaneous  matter,  such  as  maps,  prints, 
drawings,  engravings,  photographs,  etc.,  posted  in  Canada  for  delivery  in 
Canada,  the  United  States  or  Mexico,  is  one  cent  for  each  two  ounces  or  frac¬ 
tion  thereof;  for  delivery  in  all  other  countries  the  rate  is  two  cents  for  each 
two  ounces  or  fraction  thereof. 

Postal  Notes 

The  Postal  Note  System  affords  a  cheap  and  convenient  means  of  remitting 
small  sums  of  money  to  places  in  Canada  or  Newfoundland.  On  notes  of  the 
value  of  20c,  25c,  30c  or  40c,  the  rate  is  two  cents ;  on  notes  of  the  value  of  50c, 
60c,  70c,  80c,  90c,  $1.00,  $1.50,  $2.00  or  $2.50,  the  rate  is  three  cents;  on  notes  of 
the  value  of  $3.00,  $4.00  or  $5.00  the  rate  is  four  cents;  and  on  notes  of  the 
value  of  $10.00  the  rate  is  six  cents.  When  the  notes  are  to  be  paid  in  Canada 
odd  cents  may  be  provided  for  by  affixing  postage  stamps  on  the  postal  note.

Letters  for  delivery  within  Canada,  or  for  delivery  in  other  countries, 
except  the  United  States  and  Mexico,  which  are  posted  unpaid  or  not  fully 
prepaid,  will  be  forwarded  to  destination.  Double  the  deficiency  will  be  collected 
on  delivery. 

Letters  for  delivery  in  the  United  States  or  Mexico  must  be  prepaid  at 
least  three  cents  (one  full  postage  rate  and  war  tax)  or  they  will  not  be 
forwarded. 

All  Registered  letters  and  other  articles  should  be  Fully  Prepaid  as 
regards  both  postage  and  registration  fee. 

For  Delivery  Within  Canada  mail  matter  other  than  letters  and  post 
cards  will  not  be  forwarded  unless  prepaid  at  least  one  cent,  double  the  defi¬ 
ciency  being  collected  on  delivery. 

For  Other  Countries  all  mailable  matter  (except  letters  as  mentioned 
above)  must  be  at  least  partially  prepaid. 

Money  should  be  sent  by  Money  Order,  Postal  Notes  or  in  registered  letters. 

Circulars,  etc.,  posted  in  Canada  for  delivery  in  Canadian  cities  must  be 
fully  addressed  to  street  and  number. 

The  sending  of  a  letter,  or  any  communication  or  document  subject  to 
letter  postage,  in  an  open  cover,  does  not  in  any  way  diminish  the  liability  to 
the  letter  rate  of  postage. 

Parcel  Post  Within  Canada 

Articles  acceptable  at  the  parcel  post  rates  for  delivery  within  Canada 
comprise  farm  and  factory  products  and  merchandise  of  all  descriptions,  also 
printed  matter  and  samples,  at  the  option  of  the  sender  and,  in  general,  all 
matter  not  subject  to  letter  postage  and  not  excluded  from  the  mails  by  pro¬ 
hibitory  regulations. 

All  parcels  posted  in  Canada  for  delivery  within  Canada  must  be  open  to 
inspection  (unsealed).  The  rates  on  parcels  posted  in  each  of  the  Provinces  are 
shown  in  the  Rate  Cards  which  can  be  obtained  on  application  at  the  Post  Office.

To  Measure  Com  in  the  Ear  in  Bulk 

RULE— Multiply  the  length,  breadth  and  height  together  in  feet  and  tenths 
of  feet,  and  multiply  this  product  by  four,  and  strike  off  the  right-hand  figure 
and  the  result  will  be  shelled  bushels. 

To  Measure  Com  in  the  Crib 

Multiply  the  length,  breadth  and  height  together,  in  feet  and  tenths  of 
feet;  multiply  this  product  by  four,  and  strike  off  the  right-hand  figure,  and 
the  result  will  give  very  nearly  the  number  of  bushels  of  shelled  corn. 

To  Find  the  Number  of  Tons  of  Hay  in  sh  Mow 

Multiply  the  length  in  yards  by  the  height  in  yards  and  that  by  the  width 
in  yards,  and  divide  the  product  by  15.  The  quotient  will  be  the  number  of 
tons.  This  is  only  a  rough  approximation,  for  hay  varies  greatly  in  weight 
according  to  the  way  in  which  it  was  put  in,  its  dryness  at  that  time  and  the 
length  of  time  it  has  been  lying,  etc.

To  Find  the  Number  of  Acres  in  a  Body  of  Land 

RULE — Multiply  the  length  by  the  width  in  rods,  and  divide  the  product 
by  160,  carrying  the  division  to  two  decimal  places  if  there  is  a  remainder.  The 
result  will  be  the  answer  in  acres  and  hundredths. 

NOTE — 'When  the  opposite  sides  of  a  piece  of  land  are  of  unequal  length, 
add  them  together  and  take  one-half  for  the  mean  length  or  width.

Potatoes,  onions,  artichokes,  beets,  carrots,  parsnips  and  turnips  shall  be 
sold  by  weight  and  the  standard  pound  avoirdupois  shall  be  the  unit  except 
when  offered  for  sale  with  top  leaves  attached,  commonly  termed  by  the  trade 
*‘green  vegetables/’  or  when  potatoes  are  sold  or  offered  for  sale  by  the  closed 

barrel.  .  ,  i  V  • !' ;  ri  T  *  B  If  MB! 

This  provision  shall  not  apply: 

(a)  To  new  potatoes  shipped  between  the  1st  of  June  and  the  30th  of 
September,  both  dates  inclusive. 

(b)  To  seed  potatoes. 

(c)  To  green  vegetables. 

(d)  To  any  potatoes  or  onions  for  export  where  compliance  with  the  said 
provisions  would  prevent  the -sale  or  export  of  such  potatoes  or  onions  in  any 
foreign  market. 

This  puts  an  end  to  the  vexed  question  as  to  how  many  pounds  a  peck  or 
gallon  of  potatoes,  or  above-mentioned  commodities  should  weigh. 

It  is  nov^  illegal  to  sell  by  measure  potatoes  and  other  root  vegetables  men¬ 
tioned.  They  must  now  be  sold  by  the  pound.  A  bag  of  potatoes  no  longer 
weighs  90  lbs.,  but  may  contain  any  weight,  but  such  weight  must  be  marked 
on  a  tag  attached  to  the  bag.

Rotation  of  Crops 

Crop  rotations  are  affected  by  various  influences.  For  average  conditions 
in  Eastern  Canada,  one  of  the  following  3,  4,  5  or  6-year  rotations  is  likely 
to  prove  most  satisfactory: 

3- YEAR  ROTATION 

(Advisable  where  land  under  cultivation  is  never  required  for  pasture.) 

1st  Year — Hoed  crop,  corn,  roots,  potatoes,  etc. 

2nd  Year — Grain  seeded  down,  8  lbs.  red  clover,  4  lbs.  timothy. 

3rd  Year — Hay,  two  crops.  Plough  in  spring  for  corn;  fall  for  roots. 

4- YEAR  ROTATION 

(Advisable  where  part  of  land  is  needed  for  pasture  or 
where  more  hay  is  required.) 

1st  Year — Hoed  crop. 

2nd  Year — Grain  seeded  down,  clover  and  timothy  8  lbs.  each. 

3rd  Year — Clover,  hay. 

4th  Year — Timothy,  hay  or  pasture. 

5- YEAR  ROTATION 

(May  be  substituted  for  4-year  where  more  grain  is  required.) 

1st  Year — Grain. 

2nd  Year — Hoed  crop. 

3rd  Year — Grain,  clover  and  timothy  seed,  8  lbs.  each. 

4th  Year — Hay,  clover. 

5th  Year— Hay  or  pasture.  Plough  in  August,  cultivate  and  ridge  up  in 
October.  J

Treatment  of  the  Commoner  Ailments  of  Horses  and  Cattle 

GREASE. — In  mild  case,  wash  fetlock  thoroughly  and  remove  hair.  Apply 
this  lotion  once  daily: — 

Acetate  of  lead,  y2  oz-;  sulphate  of  copper,  y2  oz.;  sulphate  of  zinc,  y2  oz.; 
water,  1  pint. 

Give  y2  pint  of  raw  linseed  oil  twice  weekly.  In  advanced  cases  the  firing 
iron  or  silver  nitrate  must  be  used. 

CANKER. — Remove  shoe.  Cut  away  growth,  and  after  washing  hoof 
thoroughly,  apply  the  following  dressing  soaked  in  a  piece  of  tow: — 

Tar,  1  oz.;  turpentine,  8  ozs. ;  sulphuric  acid,  2  ozs. 

Retain  in  hoof  with  bandage.  Give  y2  pint  of  raw  linseed  oil  twice  weekly. 

STRANGLES  OR  DISTEMPER.— Strangles  being  a  highly  infectious 
disease,  the  animal  should  be  isolated. 

In  regular  form,  an  abscess  appears  between  the  lower  jaw-bones.  In  ir¬ 
regular  form  the  abscess  may  appear  in  any  organ  of  the  body.  Apply  hot 
poultice  to  absce'ss  until  it  comes  to  a  head,  then  open  and  allow  pus  to  escape. 

Frequently  wash  wound  with  1  part  carbolic  acid  to  40  parts  water. 

Feed  on  boiled  oats  with  linseed  meal.  Do  not  use  purgatives.  If  consti¬ 
pated,  sulphur  precip.  in  2  oz.  doses  may  be  given. 

Administer  the  following  powder  three  times  daily  in  the  drinking  water : — • 

Sodium  sulphite,  1  oz.;  chlorate  of  potash,  1  dram. 

HEAVES  OR  BROKEN  WIND. — In  advanced  stages  of  the  disease  there 
is  no  cure,  but  the  condition  may  be  greatly  improved  by  treatment. 

Avoid  giving  hay  or  oats.  All  dry  food  should  be  dampened.  Feed  lightly. 

Give  once  daily: — 

Arsenious  acid,  2  grs.;  sulphate  of  iron,  1  dram;  sulphur  precip.,  1  oz. 

FLATULENT  COLIC. — Prevent  animal  from  rolling  if  distension  is  con¬ 
siderable.  Give  as  a  drench: — 

Barbadoes  aloes,  6  drams;  tinct.  of  ginger,  2  ozs.;  powdered  opium,  2 
drams;  bicarbonate  of  soda,  2  drams;  water,  1  pint. 

Operative  in  about  ten  hours. 

WHITE  SCOURS  IN  CALVES. — Give  1  to  2  ozs.  of  castor  oil.  Six 
hours  administer  two  tablespoons  of  the  following: — 

Prepared  chalk,  2  ozs.;  powdered  catechu,  2  ozs.;  powdered  ginger,  1  oz. ; 
powdered  opium,  4  drams;  peppermint  water,  1  pint.  Continue  dose  night  and 
morning. 

LICE.— Ulip  animal  all  over,  including  mane  and  tail  and  burn  hair.  Wash 
harness  and  inside  of  stable  with  one  part  carbolic  acid  to  20  parts  water.  Boil 
the  following  until  only  y2  gallon  is  left: — 

Stavesacre  seeds,  1  oz. ;  veratum  album,  1  oz. ;  water,  1  gallon.  When  cold 
apply  this  decoction  to  surface  of  body.

DAIRY  RULES 

Keep  barnyard  clean  and  drained,  stable  clean,  well  lighted,  well  ventilated. 
Keep  cows  clean,  especially  the  UDDER,  FLANKS  and  TAIL.  Go  over 
the  udder,  side  and  flank  with  a  clean,  damp  cloth  just  before  milking. 

Wear  clean  clothes  (especially  a  jacket)  when  milking. 

Wash  hands  before  milking. 

Use  a  covered  pail  with  a  small  opening  for  milking. 

Don't  let  the  hands  touch  the  milk. 

Boil  or  sterilize  all  the  pails,  cans,  bottles,  coolers,  and  strainer  cloths, 
before  using  a  second  time  and  keep  them  free  from  dust. 

Remove  and  cool  the  milk  immediately  and  keep  it  cold,  50  degrees  or  below.
